He takes pains -to tell 
the colored man not_to be afraid of a 
Democratic administration. — it isn’t 
loaded and won’t go off; he wants poly- 
gamy repressed and suppressed; he 


' favors the protection of the Indian; he 


promises to be guided in the discharge 


_ of his duties by an unstrained, not az 


‘‘unrestrained’’ construction of the 
Constitution, and so forth; he is in 
favor of the reform of the civil service; 
he is against entangling alliances with 
foreign powers; he thinks our finances 
should be “established on a 
sound and sensible basis,’’ which 
is the opinion of every sound and sen- 
sible man; he is opposed to extravagance 
and waste in the public business and 
promises reform in the administration 
of the Government; and he touches 
the silver question as though it was hot 
and might burn, same as before. 

. -Altogether the inaugural is rather a 


commonplace document, such as might |. 


have been expected from its author. 
But let that pass. It is not the Presi- 


dent’s promises, but his performances, | 


that most concern the country. For 
the latter the people are patiently, 
perhaps anxiously waiting. 

Wait a year, and then the administra- 


tion of Cleveland may be sat upon—in 


judgment. 


General Grant. 


The San Francisco Post says editori- 
ally: ‘*The reports of General Grant’s 


- serious condition will sadden the loyal 


hearts of this nation. Earnest,. sincere 
expressions of sympathy are being 


- evoked from end to-.end of the entire 


country. California is not to be out- 
done by her Eastern sisters, and, at the 
hands of some of her patriotic citizens, 
has tendered tothe grand old soldier 
her hospitality and her care. He has 
been invited to visit this coast at once, 
a special car having been offered 
for himself, family and phy- 
sician, and .a_ ~proposition has 
been made looking to his permanent 
residence here. If his health will per- 
mit of his traveling, strong hopes are 
entertained that he may be induced to 
settle in our midst. It is thought that 
our genial climate would ameliorate the 
sufferings of the afflicted ex-President, 
and that congenial employment here 
would add many years to his life. That 
he may long be spared to enjoy the 
kindly attention of his grateful coun- 
trymen is the prayer of the many mil- 


lions who to-day watch the trembling 
wire with anxious solicitude for its re- 


port of his health.’’ 

The same paper, under the heading of 
“Is It too Late?’’ says: ‘‘In his ser- 
mon, Sunday night, Dr. Newman spoke 
of General Grant’s illness and gave it 
as his belief that the end is near at 
hand. Is it too late to do justice to the 
old hero? Shall it remain tobe a re- 


' proach to this people that only after his 


death were they willing to see how much 
he’ deserved from them? The Govern- 
ment should never permit any man, 
once its President, to fall into poverty, 
much less one who was the greatest of 
Congress adjourns 
this week, but before it does so there 
should be some means adopted to pass 
the bill in his favor. His approaching 


death may make it a mere formal mat- 


ter, but it would be a satisfaction to 
him and to his immediate friends, and a 
relief to the public conscience.’’ _

‘It is as a soldier and a patriot that 
he will be best remembered and his 
memory most tenderly cherished. It 
has been the fashion to rank him sec- 
ond to Lee and to some of his own sub- 
ordinates. But the thore closely his 
campaigns are studied, the higher their 
art is seen to be and the more profound 
his conceptions of how to accomplish 
his ends. One has only to compare his 
flank march round Vicksburg with the 
present operation of Wolseley in Egypt 
to see how immeasurably the Amer- 
ican is ‘the greater soldier of the two. 
The American people love Grant for 
the same reason that the Roman peo- 
ple thanked Varro—for that in the dark-

From the earliest symptoms (which are gen- 
erally attributed to ‘‘a coldin the head’) to 
the various ugly and distressing stages through 
which the disease passes, the patient is hope- 
ful of recovery, and rarely gives it proper at- 
tention until certain alarming symptoms pre- 
sent themselves, denoting unmistakably the 

rapid advance of the maldy to the lungs. In- 
deed, so various are the symptoms that the 
presence of the disease is not always known, 


.| or even suspected, til: it has reached a stege 


difficult to srreat. ‘The disease may or may 
not be attended by a discharge from the nos- 
trils or throat; but there is usually present a 
morbid secretion and a frequent disposition 
(especially in the morning) to clearthe throat, 
and the effort to do so is often, though not 
always, attended by expectoration; there is a 
sensation of heaviness in the frontal part of 
the head, and the brain sometimes suffers to 
an extent preducing headsche, vertigo and 
confusion; it becomes difficult to think 
clearly, anti to concentrate the mind; the 
memory becomes impaired and the intellect 
enfeebled; despondency of epirits and an ex- 
citable condition of the nervous system. Such 
is the effect of the disease, and if to this train 
of symptoms (which not unfrequently leads 
to insanity or idiocy) we add many of the 
more loathsome physical effects, as caries, or 
rottenness of the bones of the face and head, 
a most offensiye smell to the breath, and cor- 
rupt, morbid and poisonous secretions, de- 
struction or scrious injury to the senses of
